Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Hygiene  Conditions  and 
Vital  Statistics  of  the  District  for  the  year  1950. 

It  includes  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  is  compiled 
to  conform  with  Articles . 6 ( 3)  and  17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  it  incorporates  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/50,  dated  25th  January,  1950. 

In  accordance  with  paragraph  13  of  the  above  circular,  the  distribution 
of  this  report  is  a  wide  one  and  includes 

Lhe  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Ministry  of  Rood. 

The  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  remained  .good  during  the  year  and 
it  will  be  scon  from  the  Vital  Statistics  that  the  birth  rate  is  well 
above,  and  the  corrected  death  rate  well  below  those  for  England  and 
./ales.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  the  low  infantile  mortality  rate 
and  a^lso  the  fact  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  of  mothers  in  child¬ 
birth  for  4  consecutive  years. 

There  was  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  and  there  is  a  steady  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  District. 

The  most  important  duties  of  the  Council  are  those  which  improve 
the  environmental  health  conditions  of  the  population  e.g.  housing,  water 
supplies,  sewerage  and  disposal  of  refuse,  and  these  are  fully  dealt  with 
in  the  report.  Special  mention  must  be  made  of  a  great  step  forward 
during  the  year  by  the  provision  of  a  Refuse  Collection  Scheme  for  the 
whole  District. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  co-operation,  and  finally  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  the  great  amount  of  work  done  by  them  being  clearly 
shown  in  this  Report.

Industry  in  the  District. 

The  district  is  practically/agricultural,  as  is  shown  by  the 
^a°t  that,  in  it  are  nearly  300  dairy  farm  premises.  A  large  amount 
of  fruit  is  produced,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  market  garden 
produce  is  grown  under  the  auspices  of  the  Land  Settlement  Association 
which  supervises  43  smallholdings. 

Centrally  situated  is  the  small  country  shopping  town  of  Newent 
which. is  also  the  centre  for  senior  school  education  in  the  district, 
with  its  Grammar  and  Secondary  Schools. 

The  district  is  a  water  bearing  one,  and  advantage  is  taken  of 
this  by  the  Gloucester  Corporation  and  Malvern  Urban  District  Council 
who  have  two  pumping  stations  and  one  pumping  station  respectively. 

The  only  factories  of  any  size  are  Messrs.  Henlys  Factory  at 
Newent  employing  about  130,  and  the  Sawmills  at  Newent  and  May  Hill. 

Quite  a  number  of  residents  work  outside  the  district  either  in 
the  City  of  Gloucester  or  in  factories  adjacent  to  it.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  following  are  the  arrangements  in  force  in  the  District  and 
are  perfectly  satisfactory.

The  Council  Analyst  carries  out  examination  of  water  and  sewage 
samples . 


Hospitals . 

The  Council  have  now  no  responsibility  for  arranging  hospital 
treatment . 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  all  admitted  to  Gloucester  City 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Over,  which  is  administered  by  the  Gloucester, 
Stroud  and  Forest  Management  Committee.. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year,  one  County  Council 
ambulance  with  4  full-time  drivers  being  stationed  in  Newent. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  transported  by  Gloucester  City 
Isolation  Hospital  ambulances. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 


There  are  three  District  Nursing  Associations  in  the  District. 

1.  No-wont  Area  (two  nurses). 

2.  Dymock  Area  (one  nurse). 

3.  Staunton  Area  (one  nurse). 

The  whole  District  is  covered  by  the  above  areas  for  Midwifery 
and  General  Nursing  in  the  home;  and  in  addition  the  District  Nurses 
carry  out  School  Medical  tfork,  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Visiting  etc. 


Home  Help  Service. 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  through  the 
Area  Health  Sub-Committee.  It  assists  cases  which  might  otherwise 
have  to  go  into  hospital  for  adequate  care,  and  also  may  save  the 
family’s  dependants  from  requiring  assistance  from  the  County  Welfare 
Department . 

The  main  type  of  disability  dealt  with  are  maternity,  general 
sickness,  tuberculosis  and  chronic  sickness  or  old  age.  In  December, 
1950,  5  cases  of  this  typo  were  being  looked  aftor  and  there  were  9 
part-time  home  helps  in  the  district. 
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Child  Welfare  Centres. 


The  centres  are  not  under  the  control  of  this  Council,  but  as 
they  are  under  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committee,  of  which  this  Counci 
are  Members,  it  is  felt  that  the  following  particulars  will  be  of 

interest . 

There  are  2  centres  in  the  district,  both  ox  which  are  held 
twice  a  month,  and  the  attendance  figures  are  shown  in  Table  4. 

A  n°w  centre  is  to  open  at  Ashleworth  in  1251  and  this  should  be 
able  to  serve  the  Parishes  of  Corse,  Hartpury  and  Staunton  m  this 
District . 

These  centres  serve  a  very  valuable  purpose,  and  the  great _ 
assistance  of  the  voluntary  helpers,  who  are  responsible  for  their 
keip,  is  much  appreciated.

These  are  administered  by  the  County  Council,  but  particulars  are 
given  as  a  matter  of  interest.  They  are  all  held  at  The  Clinic, 
Picklenash  School,  Newcnt. 

SCHOOL  CLINIC.  Every  Tuesday  a.m.  when  a  Doctor  attends. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC.  Every  Thursday  a.m.  when  orthopaedic  sister  attends 
An  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attends  as  required. 

SPEECH  THERAPY  CLINIC.  Every  Tuesday  a.m.  when  a  Speech  Therapist 
attends . 

OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC.  About  every  six  months  attended  by  Ophthalmic 
Specialist . 

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINIC.  About  every  six  months,  attended  by  E.N.T. 
Specialist . 


Mortuary . 

In  1940.  as  part  of  A.R.P.,  the  Chapel  portion. of  the. cemetery 
building  was  converted  into  a  mortuary.  Main  water . is  provided  an 
electric  lighting  and  main  sewerage  were  installed  m  June,  1950. 

During  1950,  the  mortuary  was  used  twice. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
Water  Supplies. 


Main  Supplies. 

1.  Gloucester  Corporation  Waterworks. 

The  District  is  mostly  supplied  from  the  Corporation’s  two 
pumping  stations  in  the  Newent  area. 

Sampl.es  from  these  sources  are  regularly  analysed  by  the  City 
Analyst  and  reports  of  those  taken  in  the  Distri ct  are  submitted  to 
this  Department  (see  Table  5).  They  were  all  perfectly  satisfactory  for 
human  consumption  but  according  to  the  classification  of  the  Central 
Advisory  Water  Committee  are  ’’very  hard”. 

In  accordance  with  the  Gloucester  Corporation  Water  Act,  1945, 
the  Corporation  lays  mains  as  required  by  this  Council,  subject  to 
sanction  for  major  extensions  being  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  County  Council  for  the  purposes  of  loans  and  grants.

The  amount  of  mains  author ised ■ but  not  yet  laid  is  high,  but- is 
mainly  due  to  the  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  pipes  (which  is  getting 
worse)  and  the  shortage  of  labour.  . 

2.  Malvern  Urban  District  Council  Waterworks. 

This  authority  supplies  the  parish  of  Bromsberrcw  and  parts  of 
the  parishes  of  Dymock  (Bromsberrow  Heath  and  Ryton)  and  Redmarley.

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Well  Supplies. 


Wells  in  the  District  are  mainly  of  the  shallow  type  although 
in  some  parts  they  are  of  the  deep  type.  They  do  not  as  a  rule  provide 
a  satisfactory  water  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  5  which  shows  that  out 
of  33  analyses  only  3  were  satisfactory.  Householders  are  strongly 
recommended  to  boil  their  well  supply  water  before  using  it  for 
drinking  purposes. 

With  regard  to  well  supplies,  it  is  strongly  recommended  that 
owners,  when  they  convert  to  main  supplies,  should  not  allow  their  wells 
to  fall  into  complete  disrepair.  Though  main  water,  once  installed,  may 
be  taken  for  granted,  there  is  always  the  remote  possibility  of  failure 
of  supplies,  in  which  case,  well  water  is  undoubtedly  preferable  to  no 
water  at  all. 

(In  1938/39,  this  Department  was  asked  by  the  A.R.P. 

Authorities  to  supply  them  with  the  number  of  wells  in  each  parish  in 
the  District).

The  above  table  shows  that  115  more  houses  were  connected  to  main 
supplies  during  the  year.  The  steady  increase  in  mains  laid  and  the 
population  provided  with  main  water  supplies  may  be  considered  very 

satisfactory. 

There  is  unfortunately,  a  considerable  delay  between  the 
authorisation  by  the  Council  and  the  actual  laying  of  the  mains.  This  is 
partly  due  to  delay  in  getting  consent  from  Higher  Authority  and  also  due 
to  the  delay  in  getting  pipes,  delivery  being  18  months  or  more  after 

ordering. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


As  in  most  Rural  Areas,  Sewage  Disposal,  except  in  Newent  Town,  is 
mainly  on  the  "conservancy"  system,  and  dealt  with  by  the  householders 
thorns  elves . 


Newent  Town. 

The  Council’s  three  sewage  disposal  works  remain  unchanged.  The 
Clecve  Lone  Works,  which  deal  with  nearly  90$  of  the  Newent  Town  Sewage, 
continue  to  be  overloaded,  and  complete  modernisation  of  these  works  will 
undoubtedly  have  to  be  considered  very  soon,  especially  in  view  of  "the 
new  house  connections  which  have  recently  been  made,  or  contemplated  in 
the  near  future. 

Culvert  Street. 

The  proposed  extension  of  approximately  650  yards  of  main  sewer  will 
provide  urgently  needed  main  sewage  for  18  houses  and  c.  workshop. 

The  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  Tenders  were 
invited  in  January,  1951. 
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Dymock  Village. 

ir/ork  on  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewers  began  in  June 
Progress  has  been  delayed  mainly  due  to  labour  shortages.  Most  of 
the  sowers  have  been  laid,  but  the  whole  scheme  is  not  likely  to  be 
completed  until  the  end  of  1951. 

Redmarley  Village. 

1  few  houses  are  connected  to  a  small  sewer  which  discharges  into 
t.n  adjacent  diich.  The  ditch  is  cleansed  by  the  Council. 

f’ae  n°w  Council  Houses  have,  of  course,  their  own  system  of 
Sewage  Disposal. 

Drainage  Works. 

During  the  year  there  were  37  now  works  completed  and  extensions 
and  improvements  carried  out  to  9  systems.  They  were  all  passed  as 
satisfactory  by  this  Department.

Latrine  Accommodation. 

.The  great  majority  of  latrines  in  the  District  are  of  the  bucket 

or  privy  type.  During  the  year  21  of  these  were  converted  to  water- 
closets. 


Public  Lavatories. 

There  is  one  public  convenience  in  Hewent  Town  which  is  maintained 
by  one  of  the  Council’s  employees. 

In. May,  1950,  the  Council  approved  a  plan  prepared  by  the  Surveyor 
i or  Public  Conveniences  in  Dymock  which  have  been  needed  for  some  time, 
and  the  Council  expect  to  be  in  a  position  to  erect  them  by  the  time  the 
new  Sewage  Works  are  completed. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Collection. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  Council  commenced  the 
scheme  of  Refuse  Collection  over  the  whole  of  the  district  in  April,  1950. 
(Previous  to  this  refuse  was  only  collected  in  Newent  Town). 

A  Bedford  ’Eagle’  10  cubic  yard,  side  loading  Refuse  Lorry  was 
purchased,  and  2  men,  both  driver/loaders,  enga.ged.  The  arrangements  are 
for  a  weekly  collection  in  the  built  up  area  of  llewent,  and  a  four-weekly 
collection  over  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

The  collection  is  worked  by  Parishes  and,  with  the  exception  of 
holiday  periods,  the  same  day  of  the  week  is  kept  for  each  Parish,  In 
addition,  a  rota  of  collections  for  the  year  is  circulated  to  house¬ 
holders  with  the  rate  demand  note. 

The. collection  is  working  satisfactorily,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
"khis  service  is  of  Public  Health  value  in  reducing,  near  houses,  dumps 
of  refuse  which  are  breeding  places  for  flies  and  rats,  besides  being 
much  appreciated  by  inhabitants.

Outworkers. 

One  outworker  was  notified  as  working  in  the  district.  Premises 
were  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Acts,  19^0-1936. 

35  licences  have  been  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum,  and  three  for  the  storage  of  Calcium  Carbide. 

Camping  Sites. 

13  licenoes  were  issued  for  individual  oarnvr.ns.  They  were  nil 
inspected  prior  to  licensing  nnd  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  has  been  necessary,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 


There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  but  the  River 
Leadon  and  a  few  streams  are  used  for  bathing,  mostly  by  children.  The 
prevention  of  sewage  pollution  of  these  st reamp  is  therefore  a  matter  of 
considerable  importance,  and  as  will  be  seen  below  is  now  the 
responsibility  of  the  River  Severn  Board. 

Pollution  of  Rivers,  Streams,  etc. 

The  responsibilities  of  this  Council  and  of  the  County  Council 
under  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act  of  1876  were  taken  over  by  the 
River  Severn  Board  on  31st  March,  1950,  a  newly  created  Authority  under 
the  River  Boards  Act,  1948. 

Disinfestation  (Bed  Bugs,  etc). 

Ho  complaints  were  .received  during  the  year. 

RODRHT  CONTROL. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  came  into  force  on  1st 
April,  1950,  repealing  the  Rats  &  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  and  the. 
Infestation  Order,  1943.  Further  Regulations  in  connection  with  Threshing 
&  Dismantling  of  Ricks  came  into  force  in  tJuly,  1950. 

Prior  to  April  1st,  the  Council’s  duties  were  carried  out  under 
Contract  by  the  County  Urban  Pests  Department  which  then  ceased  to  function. 
After  that  date,  the  Council’s  duties  in  accordance  with  the  Act  hove  been 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  period  April  to  December,  the  following  work  has  been 
carried  put;-

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SCHOOLS. 


During  the  year,  one  more  school  has  been  provided  with  main  water 
supplies,  and  there  is  now  only  one  school  (Lowbands,  Redmarley)  where 
water  supplies  are  unsatisfactory,  but  extension  of  water  mains  in  this 
area  is  under  consideration. 

Sanitary  arrangements  in  many  of  the  schools  are  not  satisfactory 
and,  owing  to  the  very  high  cost  of  improvements,  it  is  unlikely  that 
much  can  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  carries  out  the  medical  inspection  of  all  the  elementary  school 
children  in  the  District,  and  submits  sanitary  reports  on  the  school 
buildings  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  was,  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  190. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses  increased  considerably 
during  the  year  to  375. 
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The  year  cannot  he  considered  a  good  one  from  the  Housing . point 
of  view,  only  23  new  houses  having  been  erected  for  an  estimated  increase 
in  the  population  of  159,  Hew  building  is,  therefore,  not  keeping  pace 
even  with  the  increase  in  population,  let  alone  doing  anything  to 
rehouse  families  living  in  houses  which  are  only  fit  to  be  condemned. 

As  the  figure  of  totally  unfit  houses  was  208  in  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
1945/46  the  seriousness  of  the  housing  position  from  the  health  aspect  is 
very  apparent,  and  until  the  controls  on  the  erection  of  houses,  ei 
by  the  Council  or  by  Private  Enterprise,  are  done  away  with,  it  appears 
unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  improvement.

Milk  Supplies. 

This  district  is  practically  entirely  agricultural  with  nearly 
300  milk  producers.  Most  of  the  milk  produced  is  consumed  outside  the 
district  or  processed  at  Messrs.  Cadbury’s  factory  at  Frampt on-on-Severn. 

The  Council  is  not  now  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  milk 
production  or  dairy  farm  premises  which  has  been  handed  over  to  the 
Ministry  of  .Agriculture  &  Fisheries,  but  powers  are  still  left  to  it  in 
respect  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  by  milk. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  registrations  and  licences  as 
shown  in  Tables  10  and  12,  and  is  also  responsible  for  retail  milk 
samples  (Table  11) .

MEAT . 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

The  six  licensed  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  have  been 
rarely  used  since  1939  when  slaughtering  for  the  district  was  centralised 
in  Gloucester.  During  the  year  17  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  issued  by 
the  Council.

During  the  year  617  pigs  were  killed  in  the  district  for  home 
consumption,  of  which  only  2  sides  were  sold. 

The  number  killed  shows  a  considerable  reduction  on  1949.  This 
reduction  is  probably  due  to  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  feeding  stuffs. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat. 

A  Modern  Special  Purpose  lorry  is  used  to  transport  the  meat  from 
the  abattoirs.  The  vehicle  is  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  its  tour  of  deliveries,  and  no  complaints  were  received 

during  the  year.
